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INTRODUCTION 


With PowerPad™ and LogicMaster, the entire 
family can enjoy many hours of fun and excite¬ 
ment. Each game you play sharpens your 
powers of observation, as well as improves 
your problem solving abilities. Your goal is to 
solve LogicMaster's "secret code" by placing 
properly-colored shapes in their correct positions. 
You can play by yourself or with a friend. You 
can design each game so that it is as complex 
or as simple as you like. 

Do not try to begin without reading the 
Chalk Board™ PowerPad Users Guide. This guide 
is part of the PowerPad package. Find the section 
of the directions that refers to your specific 
computer. 


NOTE: Be sure to unplug your computer and 
TV before connecting PowerPad with your 
computer. In order to avoid possible damage to 
the software, turn off your computer every time 
you insert or change a cartridge or diskette. 


The Overlay 

LogicMaster comes with a framed plastic 
overlay the size of PowerPads work space. 
This overlay shows all of the LogicMaster 
commands that you can use to play and design 
games. Gently guide the overlays frame into 
the groove around PowerPad's work sur¬ 
face. Once in position, the frame snaps easily 
in place. 
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Now, take a few minutes to look at the dif¬ 
ferent buttons. The large buttons at the top and 
right represent the colors and shapes used to 
enter and solve the secret code. The buttons at 
the bottom of the overlay are the commands 
you use to design your games. The numbered 
space buttons in the middle of the overlay 
identify the positions used to design, enter and 
solve the secret code. The buttons on the left 
side of the overlay are used for stopping and 
starting games, as well as for receiving clues 
from the computer.

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The Software 

Insert the LogicMaster software into your 
computer. Then turn on your computer and 
your TV. After the copyright appears, touch the 
surface of PowerPad. 

The screen displays a sample game for you 
to play. 

The Colors on Your Television 

If you aren't seeing colors the way you expect 
them, you may need to adjust your TV, 
LogicMaster may look different on your neigh¬ 
bor's TV than it does on yours. This may be 
caused by a difference either in your television 
sets or in your computers' color capabilities.

Playing a sample game is an enjoyable way 
to learn about LogicMaster. 


NOTE: If you have pressed any buttons 
at this point, turn your computer OFF and then 
ON again. Otherwise, your screen may not 
appear as described below. 


Before you start, look at the screen. The screen 
displays information about the secret code in¬ 
cluding the possible colors, shapes, clues and 
number of spaces in the code for this sample 
game. This information is contained in the 
choice box and code box on the screen.

The Choice Box 

Notice the box at the top right of the screen. 
This is called the choice box. The choice box has 
three parts: color, shape and clue lines. 

The Color Line 

The top line of the choice box, the color line, 
shows you what colors are being used in a 
game. The two colors showing now are red 
and yellow. The code for the sample game can 
contain only red and yellow items. 

The Shape Line 

The second part of the choice box is the shape 
line. This line displays the shapes you use in your 
game. The two shapes shown for the sample game 
are a spade and a heart. 7 











The Clue Line 

The third part of the choice box, the clue line, 
displays four of the clues you will receive dur¬ 
ing this game: 


S.Shape clue 

C ...... Color clue 

Sp.Shape/Position clue 

Cp.Color/Position clue 


The Code Box 

Notice the box at the top left of the screen. 
This is the code box. The code box has two parts: 
the secret code line and the break code line.

The Secret Code Line 

The top part of the code box is the secret code 
line. The secret code for each game is hidden 
here. It is this secret code that you must discover. 
The "R" you see on the secret code line indicates 
you are using the "Reveal" clue in this game. The 
use of this clue is discussed later in this manual. 

The Break Code Line 

The bottom part of the code box is the break 
code line. The numbers you see on this line (1 
and 2) represent the number of items in the 
secret code. For this sample game, the code has 
two items. 
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THE SAMPLE GAME 



Lets play LogicMaster. Press the START 
GAME button in the upper left comer of the 
overlay. The computer automatically selects 
a secret code. 


NOTE: Each time you press a button in 
LogicMaster, you hear a song or a note. Con¬ 
trol the sound with your TV's volume control. 


Making Your First Guess 

Decide what you think the secret code is. By 
looking at the choice box, you know that the 
code contains two hearts, or two spades, or 
one of each. You know the two shapes could be 
red only, yellow only, or one of each color. 

Here is how to enter your first guess into 
the computer: 

• Press one of the shape buttons (spade 
or heart). 

• Press one of the color buttons (yellow 
or red). 

• Touch space button “ 1 ” in the center of 
Power Pad. 

• Repeat these steps for position button " 2 " 

Have you been watching the screen? Your 
guess appears on the break code line. 
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Changing Your Mind 

LogicMaster allows you to change your mind. 
After you choose the color, shape and position 
of a code item, you can change that item. Do 
this simply by pressing a different color and 
shape button, and then pressing the numbered 
space button again. 

LOGIC CHECK 

Now see if your guess is correct. Ask the com¬ 
puter to evaluate your guess. Do this by pressing 
LOGIC CHECK on the left side of the overlay. 

Did you solve the secret code on your first try? 
If not, your first guess now appears below the 
secret code box. To the left of the guess is the 
number 1, indicating your first guess. To the 
right of the guess, four numbers appear below 
the letters S, C, Sp and Cp. These numbers are 
your dues. They tell you a great deal about the 
secret code if you know how to read them. 

Understanding Your Clues 

The shape clue (S) tells you how many of the 
shapes in your guess are correct. The number 
of correct shapes appears below the "S" 

The color clue (C) tells you how many of the 
colors in your guess are correct. The number of 
correct colors appears below the "C" 

The shape position clue (Sp) tells you how 
many of the correct shapes in your guess are in 
the correct position. 


The color position clue (Cp) tells you how 
many of the correct colors in your guess are in 
the correct position. 

The reveal clue (R), located in the code box, 
tells you when you have correctly solved one 
of the items in the secret code. This means that 
you have correctly identified the color, shape 
and position of that item. When this happens, 
the shield over that item lifts, revealing that 
part of the secret code. 

Did you correctly guess either of the code's 
two items? 


Making Educated Guesses 

Do you think you can solve the code on 
the next turn? Follow the same steps you 
used to make your first guess. You no longer 
need just luck. Now you have clues to make 
your guess more "educated'.' 



STOP GAME 

If you want to stop playing a game before you 
actually have solved the secret code, press the 
STOP GAME button. This lifts the shield, reveal¬ 
ing the secret code and ending the game. 

START GAME 

Do you want to try the sample game again 
with a new secret code? Before you can, you 
either must complete the present game, or you 
must press STOP GAME. Then press START 
GAME. As you do, the computer hides a new 
secret code for you to begin solving. 
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DESIGNING YOUR OWN GAMES 


Now you are ready to enjoy the challenge of 
LogicMaster. You are in control. Make the game 
as complex or as simple as you like. You decide 
the colors, shapes and number of items possible 
in the secret code for the next game. You choose 
which clues you want the computer to reveal. 
You can even design your own secret code. 

Before you begin to design your own game, 
you must finish the current game. (You must 
either solve the secret code, or press STOP 
GAME.)

The Design Commands 

The five buttons in the lower right comer of 
the overlay are design commands. They include 
GAME SHAPES, GAME COLORS, # SPACES, 
GAME CLUES and MY CODE. 
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G AME SHAPES 



• Press GAME SHAPES. 

What do you see on the shape line of the choice 
box? This means the computer is waiting 
for you to select the shapes you want to use in 
your game. 


• Press the buttons which represent the shapes 
you want to use in the game. 


You may use any combination of shapes. As 
you touch a shape button, what happens on 
the shape line? Only those shapes appearing on 
the shape line can be used in the secret code. (If 
you forget to select any shapes after you press 
GAME SHAPES, LogicMaster automatically 
uses hearts for your game.) 


GAME COLORS 



• Press GAME COLORS. 

What do you see on the color line of the choice 
box? This "?" means the computer is waiting 
for you to select the colors you want to use in 
your game. 


• Press the buttons which represent the colors 
you want to use in the game. 


You may use any combination of colors. As 
you touch a color button, what happens on the 
color line? Only those colors appearing on the 
color line can be used in the secret code. (If you 
forget to select any colors after you press GAME 
COLORS, LogicMaster automatically uses red 
for your game.) 
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# SPACES 



To set the number of spaces you want to use 
for a game, begin by pressing § SPACES. What 
do you see in the code box on the left of the 
screen? This means the computer is waiting 
for you to select the number of spaces you 
want to use in your game. Make your choice 
by using one of the numbered buttons in the 
middle of the overlay. Press the button which is 
the same number as the number of spaces you 
want to use. Notice how this changes the code 
box at the top left of your TV screen. 


To set the number of spaces, do the following: 


• Press # SPACES. 

• Press one of the numbered buttons. 


(If you forget to press a numbered button after you 
have pressed § SPACES, the computer remem¬ 
bers the number of spaces used in the last game 
played and uses that number for this game.) 



GAME CLUES 

Choose which clues you want the computer 
to give you during the game. Begin to indicate 
your choice by pressing GAME CLUES. What 
do you see to the right of the choice box? The 
"?" means LogicMaster is waiting for you to 
select the clues you want to receive each time 
you press LOGIC CHECK during a game. 

On the lower left side of the overlay, press the 
buttons which represent the clues you want: 
CORRECT SHAPE, CORRECT COLOR, 
CORRECT SHAPE/POSITION, CORRECT 
COLOR POSITION, REVEAL RIGHT 
ANSWER. Use any combination of these 
buttons. As you touch a clue button, what 
happens on the clue line on the screen? What 
happens on the screen when you press REVEAL 
RIGHT ANSWER?

To set the clues, do the following: 

* Press GAME CLUES. 

• Press each of the clue buttons that you want. 

(If you forget to make a clue selection after press¬ 
ing GAME CLUES, LogicMaster won't give you 
any clues during the game. Be sure to check the 
clue line in the choice box before you press 
START GAME.) 

Changing Your Mind 

Before you begin a game, you can change - 
your design choices. To do this, press the design 
command button (GAME SHAPES, GAME 
COLORS, etc.) that you want to change. Next, 
press the buttons (shape, color, clue and the 
numbered space button) that correspond with 
the design command. 

START GAME 

Once you have completed designing the new 
game, press START GAME. The computer 
hides a secret code automatically for you to 
begin solving. 15 






NOTE: Once you have started a game, you 
cannot make any design changes. You must 
complete the current game before the computer 
will allow you to change color, shape, position 
or clue choices. 



MY CODE 

Any time you are between games, or in the 
act of designing a game, you can design your 
own secret code for your friend to try to solve. 
(The computer still gives the clues.) When you 
want to design the secret code yourself, begin 
by pressing the MY CODE button. Look at the 
code box on your TV screen, The computer is 
waiting for you to enter a shape and color for 
each item of the code. Enter the secret code in 
this way: 


• If you have not done so, press MY CODE. 

• Press a shape button. Remember to use 
only the shapes appearing in the choice box, 

• Press a color button. Use only the colors 
appearing in the choice box. 

• Press the numbered button in the middle 
of the overlay for the position of each 
item. 


What happens on the secret code line when 
you press a numbered button? Repeat these 
steps to enter your items for the remaining 
positions of the secret code. 


NOTE: The computer does not recognize a 
blank space as an item in the code. Be sure to 
enter a color and shape for each position in the 
secret code. If you don't, the computer does 
not allow you to start the game. 


Once you have completed designing your 
secret code, press START GAME. The shield 
covers your code, and your friend can begin to 
enter guesses. 
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THE SCREEN DISPLAY 


There are a few additional ways you can 
control the display on your TV screen. 



SHIELD ON/OFF 

If you want to see the secret code during a 
game, press SHIELD ON/OFF. The shield lifts 
from the secret code line, revealing the secret 
code. To replace the shield and cover the code, 
press SHIELD ON/OFF again. 

After you have finished entering a secret code 
using MY CODE, press START GAME or 
SHIELD ON/OFF. Pressing these buttons hides 
the secret code you entered and begins the game. 


NOTE: After starting a game, you cannot make 
any more changes in the design of your game. 



SCROLL UP and SCROLL DOWN 

Each time you press LOGIC CHECK, the 
screen displays your guess. When the screen is 
filled with guesses, each new guess is displayed 
at the bottom of the screen. The top line 
of guesses disappears from the screen. You 
can enter up to ninety-nine guesses. If you want 
to review clues from earlier guesses that are no 
longer on the screen, you can use the SCROLL 
UP and SCROLL DOWN buttons. The buttons 
control which guesses you see on the screen. 
SCROLL DOWN allows you to see earlier 
entries. SCROLL UP rolls the screen back 
toward your most recent guesses. 
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Appendix A: Button Summary 

COLOR BUTTONS 

• To select the color of an item in the secret 
code or in a guess, press the color you 
want, the shape you want and the num¬ 
bered space into which you want it to go. 

• To design a game's color choices, press 
GAME COLORS, and then press the but¬ 
tons of the colors you want. 

CORRECT COLOR (C) 

• To receive a clue telling you the number of 
items in your guess which are the correct 
color, press GAME CLUES and then COR¬ 
RECT COLOR while you are designing 
your game. You receive clues each time 
you press LOGIC CHECK. 

CORRECT COLOR/POSITION (Cp) 

• To receive a clue telling you the number of 
items in your guess which are the correct 
color and in the correct position, press GAME 
CLUES and then CORRECT COLOR/ 
POSITION while you are designing your 
game. You receive clues each time you 
press LOGIC CHECK. 

CORRECT SHAPE (S) 

• To receive a clue telling you the number of 
items in your guess which are the correct 
shape, press GAME CLUES and then 
CORRECT SHAPE while you are design¬ 
ing your game. You receive clues each time 
you press LOGIC CHECK. 
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CORRECT SHAPE/POSITION (Sp) 

• To receive a clue telling you the number of 
items in your guess which are the correct 
shape and in the correct position, press 
GAME CLUES and then CORRECT SHAPE/ 
POSITION while you are designing your 
game. You receive clues each time you 
press LOGIC CHECK. 

GAME CLUES 

• To select the clues you will receive during 
your next game, press GAME CLUES before 
you start to play. Press the buttons of the 
clues you want to receive. 

GAME COLORS 

• To select the colors you want to use in 
your next game, press GAME COLORS 
before you start to play. Press the buttons 
of the colors you want to use. 

GAME SHAPES 

• To select the shapes you want to use in 
your next game, press GAME SHAPES 
before you start to play. Then press the 
buttons of the shapes you want to use. 

LOGIC CHECK 

• To enter your guess to the secret code and 
to receive clues, press LOGIC CHECK. 

MYCODE 

• To enter the secret code yourself, press MY 
CODE before you start the game. Then 
press the color, shape and position of each 
item you want in your secret code. When 
you are ready to play, press START GAME. 
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REVEAL RIGHT ANSWER 

• To receive a clue which tells you when you 
have correctly solved a part of the secret 
code (correct color, shape and position), 
press GAME CLUES and then press 
REVEAL RIGHT ANSWER while you 
are designing your game. 

SCROLL DOWN 

• To review your earlier guesses when they 
have rolled off the top of the screen, press 
SCROLL DOWN to move the screen down 
one line. 

SCROLL UP 

• To return to the latest guesses in the guess 
box after having used SCROLL DOWN, 
press SCROLL UP to move the screen up 
one line. 

SHAPE BUTTONS 

• To select the shape of an item in the secret 
code or in a guess, press the shape you 
want, the color you want and the space 
into which you want it placed. 

• While designing a game, select the shapes 
with which you want to play by pressing 
GAME SHAPES and then pressing the 
shape buttons you want. 

SHIELD ON/OHF 

• To lift the shield from the secret code line 
at the top of the code box or to drop the 
shield again, press SHIELD ON/OFF. 
When you have designed your own secret 
code, this button also hides the code and 
begins the game. 
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SPACE BUTTONS 

• To enter an item in the secret code or to 
guess the secret code, press the color and 
shape of the item and press the numbered 
space button into which you want your 
choice placed. 

• To determine the number of spaces to be 
used in the secret code and in the guesses 
while designing a game, press § SPACES 
and press the numbered button in the 
center of PowerPad's overlay which cor¬ 
responds to the number of spaces you 
want to use. 

# SPACES 

• To determine the number of spaces to be 
used in the secret code while designing a 
game, press # SPACES and press the num¬ 
bered button in the center of PowerPad's 
overlay which corresponds to the number 
of spaces you want to use. 

START GAME 

• To begin the actual playing of a game press 
START GAME. If no secret code has been 
entered, the computer selects a secret code 
and enters it for you. 

STOP GAME 

• To end a game before the secret code has 
been solved, press STOP GAME. The com¬ 
puter shows you the secret code and waits 
for you to design or begin a new game. 
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Appendix B: ADDITIONAL 
WAYS TO PLAY LOGICMASTER 

LogicMaster allows you to play several ways: 

• by yourself, with the computer entering a 
random code and giving you clues. 

• with a friend, working together to solve 
the computer's code. 

• with a friend, taking turns entering codes 
for the other one to guess. 

• with several friends, using MY CODE to 
enter the same code several times, seeing 
which friend can break it in the fewest 
number of guesses. 

Competitive LogicMaster 

To play a competitive version of LogicMaster 
you need a paper and pencil. Keep a record of 
how quickly you and your friend solve the 
secret codes. 

Take turns designing the secret code for each 
other and entering it using the MY CODE but¬ 
ton. Let your friend solve your secret code. 
Then you solve the code entered by your 
friend. Keep a record of how many guesses you 
make to break the secret code. The lowest score 
wins. Decide how many shapes, colors, clues, 
and spaces you will use in the secret code, 
before you begin. 
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Adding Complexity to LogicMaster 

To see how the design commands affect the 
difficulty of LogicMaster, experiment with dif¬ 
ferent versions of the game. 

1 . Go back to the sample game which begins 
when you turn on your computer. You can 
gain an appreciation of the value of the 
clues by playing without them. Try it. 

2 . Another version to experiment with is a 
game using only one color but allowing 
all shapes and all spaces. This allows you 
to do without two of the clues: "C" and 
"Cp'.' (Leave the clues on if you prefer. 
They should show you that all colors and 
color positions are correct.) 

3 . An expanded version of the previous 
game is to use only one shape but to 
allow all colors and all spaces. In this 
game two clues can be "turned off": "S" 
and "Sp" Leave them on if you prefer. 

4 . A long and extremely challenging version 
of LogicMaster employs the following: 

all shapes 
all colors 
all spaces 
all clues 

When you play this version, see if you 
can develop "a system" for obtaining 
information about the secret code in a 
way that allows you to solve the code 
quickly. For a real challenge, do not use 
the Reveal clue.
